Norfolk, Va., June !!.—Six midshipmen 
who came ashore ast night in a sma!? 
boat from the Uniteq States battleship 
Minnesota along Hampton Roads, to 
attend a ball at the Jamestow nexposi- 
tlon grounds, together with five seamer, 
&re missing. 

The midshipmen in the party wwerc: 
Midshipmen Murfin, Field, Ulrich, Hol- 
comb, Stevenson and Holden. 

The five missing seamen are: 

R. H. Dodson, seeaman; H. L. Van 
Dorn, ordinary seaman; F. R. Plumber, 
ordinary seaman; G. W. Westphal, fire- 
man, first-class; Jesse Conn, coal passer. 

The Minnesota’s lautich is known to 
have left Discovery landing, at the ex- 
position grounds, shortly after I2 o'clock 
last night, and the theory of the officers 
of the fleet now in the roads ig that the 
launch struck something and went down, 
and that all were drowned. 

Twelve Men Lost Altogether. 

Washington, June !!.—The loss at one 
time of six bright young midshipmen, 
fresh from the academy at Annap- 
olis, and a boatswain and four en- 
listed men attached to the battleship 
Minnesota—!! men altogether—as_ re- 
ported by the navy départment today, 
was one of the most severe blows that 
has fallen upon the personnel of the 
navy since the Spanish war, in the esti- 
mation of the officials. The first news 
of the calamity, which résuited from the 
loss of a steam Jaunch, reached the d3- 
partment through the news dispatches 
from Norfolk. Acting Secretary New- 
berry and Admiral Brownson, chief of 
the navigation bureau, hoped that there 
had peen a mistake, ‘because they had 
received no word from Admiral Evans, 
commander in chief of the Atlantic fleet, 


who was present in Hampton Roads. A /[ 


wireless message was dispatched from 
the station at the Washington navy yard 
directed to the fleet lying in the roads, 
inquiring into the accuracy of the re- 
port. Within a half hour the answer 
came from Admiral Evans, and it dis- 
sipated the last hone that had been 
cherished.

Washington, D. C., June §4.—United 
States Senator John Tyler Morgan, of 
Alabama, for thirty years a member of 
the upper house of congress, chairman 
of the senate committee on interoceanic 
canals, and prominent as a brigadier 
general in the confederate army, died 
at his home here tonight. 

Senator Morgan had been in bad 
health for a number of years, but had 
more or less regularly attended the 
sessions of congress. He suffered from 
angina pectoris, which was the cause of 


death. 


At the bedside were his daughters, 
Miss Mary Morgan and Miss Cornelia 
Morgan, both of this city, and his sec- 
retary, J. O. Jones. 

In Bed for a Week. 

Mr. Morgan attended to his congress- 
lonal duties at his home here until about 
a week ago. Since that time he has 
been confined to his bed. 

He was able, however, to sit up for a 
while today, and talked over some offi- 
cial matters with his secretary. 

He began failing during the evening, 
however, and his physicians were sum- 
moned. 

Mr. Morgan was a democrat, and was 
born in Athens, Tenn., June 20, 1824. 

His home in Alabama was at Selma, 
where the funeral will take place, the 
body probably being taken from here 
Thursday.

CONSPIRACY 1S CHARGED 


it Is Alleged Tiiat Anthracite Roads

Washington, June !1.—The following 
statement was made public at the de- 
partment of justice today: 

“The petition which will be filed to- 
morrow by. the government in the United 
States circuit court at Philadelphie is 
aimed at the anthracite coal monopoly. 
The Reading Raitway Company, the Le- 
high Valley Railroad Company, the De:- 
awere, Lackawanna and Western Rail- 
road Company, the Central Railroad of 
New Jersey, the HMrie company and the 
New York, Susquehanna and Western 
Railroad Company, comprising al] the 
railroads that tap the anthracite region, 


‘gave the Pennsylvania, New York, On- 


tario and Western and the Delaware and 
Hudson, which last does not extend to 
tidewater, are made defendants, together 
with their gubsidiary coal mining compa- 
nies. Ag yet no evidence of sufficient 
force to connect the three last named 
railroads with the alleged unlawful com- 
bination and monopoly has been found. 
Should such evidence be forthcoming in 
the progress of the trial, they may, and, 
of course, will be, joined with the other 
defendants. 


Conspiracy Charged. 

“The petition charges that the defend- 
@nts have conspired to siience competi- 
‘tion among themselveg in the transpor- 
‘tation and sale of coal, and to prevent 
the sale of the independent output in 
eompetition with thelr own, thereby es- 
Rablishing a monopoly, and in support of 
this general allegation, it specifies that 
¢he defendant railroads agreed among 
themselves upon a uniform contract to 
fe entered into by them or their coal 
independent opera- 


‘which the railroads would be able to 
‘eontrol the sale of the independent out- 
Put, and that by their virtual contro] of 
all the meang of trangportation from the 


@nthracite mines to tidewater, save the. 
fines of the Pennsylvania railroad, the 


New York, Ontario and Western oom- 
pany, the defendant railroads were abie 
to force and practically did force the 
independent operatorg along their lines 
into 
ther, that twice in recent years the de- 
fendants have defeated the construction 
of projected independent railroads from 
the mineg to tidewater, which would not 
only have introduced competition into 
the transportation of anthracite coal, but 
would have permitted the output of the 
independent operators to be solid in the 
markets in competition with that of the 
defendants. 


Injunction Asked. 
‘The petition prays generally that the 
@Gefendants be enjoined from further 
‘Oarrying out their combination, and espe- 


clelly the above described contracts be 
oeanceled, and the mergerg between the

He was born in 186!, was edu- 
dated for the priesthood, but joined 
the staff of the Peuple, published at 
Marseilles, by Gustav Naquet, and in 
1871 was sentenced by a courtmartial 
to three years’ imprisonment, and paid 
$1,200 fine, 

In 1877 he killed the editor of a Bona- 
partist newspaper in a duel. He was 
tried and aoquitted for this duel and 
later was elected to the chamber of 
— as a member of the extreme 
eft. 

The most exciting incident in the life 
of M, Hugues occurred on May 24, 1884, 
when his wife in the gallery of the

But Attorney for Mayor Bitterly 
Fights Evidence of 
"NBOss,” 


MAYOR SCHMITZ DENIES 
SEING PAID BY ABE RUEF 


Heney Who Is Prosecuting the Case 
Seems Bitterly Disappointed at 
the Turn Taken in the 
Trial of the Mayor.

Attorney 
Campbell objected, but the objection was 
overruled, 

“With all que respect to your honor,” 
then said Mr. Campbell, ‘‘I shal) advise 
the witness to not anewer that question 
until it has been properly reframed.”’ 

“I am ready to answer that question, 
Mr. Campbell,”” spoke up the mayor. 

Schmitz Ready To Answer‘ 

“Oh, well,” said Campbell, “let him 
answer this one.”’ 

The mayor said: 

“I do not know that Mr. Ruef got any 
$5,000 fee from the French restawrant 
man or that he was to get any such 
fee.’’ 

Heney then asked: 

“Didn’t Ruef give you one-half of 
$3,000 in currency at your home in this 
city in January, 1906?’ 

Judge Dunne overruled Mr. Campbell’s 
objection.

“Did not Ruef at your house in this

‘Mr. Ruef,’’ asked Assistant District

London, June 1!.—At a meeting 
the Irish parliamentary house in the 
house of commons this afternoon, it 
was decided to fight the government both 
in the house and in the constituencies 
in order to punish the liberals for fail- 
ing to give Ireland a broader measure 
of home rule, than was contained in 
the rejected Irish council bili.

Witness Wall Testifies as to Mem. 
bers of Mob Which Hanged Ed 
Johnson, but Is Not Posi. 
tive as to Their Iden. 
tity. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., June 1!!.—There 
was but one session of the second day's 
hearing of the contempt case against 
Sheriff J. F. Shipp. While none cof the 
members of the alleged mob that hanged 
Ed Johnson were by any means positive- 


ily identified, A. J. Ware, a former jus- 


tice of the peace, testified that he 
thought he recognized several of them 
at the time. 

Mr. Ware was positive in stating that 
he would not swear that these actually 
were the men, but that was merely his 
impression at the time. 

Luther Williams, Nick Nolan 
“sheenie’’ Warner were the three de- 
fendar{y¥ that he thought he saw. He 
also thought he recognized a painter by 
the name of Paul Poole. Poole has not 
been located. This man is not one of 
the defendants in the case. Mr. Ware 
also saw several of the deputy sheriffs 
after the lynching, and had a short talk 
with Matt Galloway, who said that he 
had heard there was trouble, and came 
up to help put it down. 

Mr. Ware testified that he had been 
told in the afternoon by Harry Haver- 
camp, who was a city detective at that 
time, and who had since died, that 
there was to be a lynching that night, 
but he did not believe it, and did not 
repeat this conversation to anyone. At 
10 o’clgck the night of the lynching he 
was told. by a \group of negroes that 
there was a lynching on, but still he 
did not believe it, because the sentiment 
had so died down and the public fecl- 
ing became quiet. 

Further down the street he met J. 
Burk, a deputy sheriff, and the 
went to the jail in a cab. He 
there but a few moments (when the 
crowd came out with the negro. He 
then went .to the bridge, going’ part of 
the way on a Mil] City car. ' 

The questions of Mr. Senford concern- 
ing the personnel of the mob were di- 
rect,

Under Cross-Examination Wit-

WIFE OF STEVE ADAMS

Boise, Idaho, June |!1i.—The attack of 
the Haywood defense on the testimony 
of Harry Orchard goes on unremitting-

continued on the stand two full days 
more. Orchard withstands the _§ strain 
with remarkable fortitude, and at the 
end of six days shows no indication of 
mental or physical flagging. 

Today began with the dynamiting of 
Fred Bradley in San Francisco. The de- 
fense made a long and determined ef- 
fort to expose several features of it to 
doubt and improbability, and to vitiate 
it all by revealing the hands of the 
Pinkertons. 

Then the play went back to Denver for 
the winter of 1904-05( and the spring 
that followed, and there was an ex- 
tended effort to show tha? Orchard had 
practically no communication with the 
leaders of the federation; that he _ re- 
ceived no pay for the Bradley crime, or 
anything else, and that with Steve 
Adams, in a condition of extreme pov- 
@rty, extending over a period of sev- 
eral months, he was rediced to the 
necessity of stealing a sheep from the 
Globeville stock yards, that he might 
have food. ? 
Orchard Admitted Stealing Sheep. 

Orchard, to a laughing court room, 
confessed that he stole the sheep, but 
Btoutly denied that YT: was because of 
want. He insisted that all through that 
Supposedly hard winter and spring he 
continued to draw money from Petti- 
bone through Adams, and explained that 
if he did not see federation officers oft- 
en it was because he was ‘lying low” 
to avoid capture. 

This Globeville inquiry developed an- 
other shocking crime. At this Denver 
suburb there was a_ diabolical plot—Or- 
chard swore it was inspired by Max 
Malich; the defense claimed that Or- 
chard was its author—a plot ta #Yyna- 
mite a boarding house wherein one hun- 
dred and fifty non-union men lived, and 
in preparation for the murder of E. N. 
Bloch Orchard and a man named .s0e 
Mahalich, broke into two magazines 
and stole six hundred pounds of dyna- 
mite, which they lugged home at night 
and buried in their cellar. The crime 
was abandoned, Orchard said, in one of 
those flashes that make ‘his testimony 
remarkable, because Haywood §iInter- 
vened and forbade him to have any- 
thing to do with it. 

Why Orchard Drew Strike Supplies. 

Carrying out the lines of testimony 
tending to show that Orchard, regard- 
less of the great hold which it Is pre- 
sumed he had on the federation lead- 
ers. was freqyuently without funds, the 
defense showed that from late In 1903 
until the middle of 1904 Orchard con- 
tinually drew strike relief supplies at 
Crippe Creek, and then dramatically 
invited Orchard to explain the inconsis- 
tency to the jury. Orchard replied that 
Haywood, Moyer, Parker and Davis all 
advised him to draw the supplies,  be- 
eause if he displayed money he would 
excite suspicion. 


The examination next reviewed the

earlier attempt on Governor Peabody and 
the making of ‘bombs to kill him and the 
plots against Judges Gabbert and God- 
dard, with an effort everywhere to light- 
en and cast doubt upon the testimony.

Mrs. Adams, 
who had a seat among the witnesses, 
laughed when Orchard told the incident. 
Orchard Called Himself a Coward. 


Orchard, who confesses that he hesi- 
tated at no crime and took a hundred 
desperate chances in those he commit- 
ted, made an interesting contribution to 
the psychological study of his personal- 
ity when he called ‘thimself a coward. 
He said he wa stoo cowardly to penly 
kill Gabbert; that he regarded all his 
acts as cowardly. 

In five minutes today Orchard showed 
more emotion than at any time since 
he began his testimony. It was when 
the defense, in a rough shod digressior, 
asked him if he had not deserted his 
Cripple Creek wife and left her in pov- 
erty that compelled the gale of her wash- 
tub to buy bread. “Orohard’s lips quiv- 
ered and with tears near, he falteringly 
denied that he had dome so, and said that 
the federation leaders had promised to 
care for ‘ther in his absence. 

Questioning Orchard in regard to al- 


Richardson wanted to know 
Adams had not threatened to put Or- 
chard out because he could not pay his 
board bill.

WILL REACH THOUSANDS 


Marietta Street School Lot Consid- 
ered Ideal for the Branch 
Carnegie Library by Misa 
Wallace — Reports Show 
Prosperous Conditions, 


The board of trustees of the Carnegia 
library yesterday afternoon in their 
regular meeting passed a_ resolution 
authorizing the »uilding committee to 
complete the arrangements with coun- 
cil for the erection of a branch library 
building on the Marietta street school 
lot. Actual work will begin as-soon as 
possible. 

Some time ago Andrew Carnegie of- 
fered to give $30,000 to the city for the 
erection of two branch Mbrary butld- 
ings, provided the city would furnish 
the lots and support the institutions. 
The Marietta street school is to be 
moved » several blocks farther awav 
from the center of town, so the plan is 
to place the branch ifvrary building on 
the old lot and turn the remainder of 
the lot into a Playsround for chil- 
dren. Miss Wallace, who had visited 
the site, reported to the board her 
favor of the plan, Saying that a library 
building located there would reach 
thousand of citizens not touched by 
the central library. 

Several important matters came be- 
fore the trustees. It was decided to 
Dresent to council a petition request- 
‘ng that the streets Surrounding the 
library building be paved with asphalt. 

The various committees made their 
reports, which showed the gbrary to be 
in a prosperous condition. W. K. Mathe- 
son, president of the Georgia School of 
Technology, the newly elected trustee 
was present at the meeting for the first 
time. The board extended him a rising 
vote to welcome him as one of their 
number. Mr. Matheson in a few well 
chosen words returned thanks to the 
members of the board for their cordial 
welcome and said that he would accept 
no other office or honor, because his 
time was very largely occupied, but be- 
cause of his profound interest in the 
work, it was a pieasure for him to be a 
member of Q§he board and he hoped that 
he might be of some service. 

Miss Annie Wallace, who has had an 
extended leave of absence, reported

sire to place on record their keen appre- 
ciation of the services rendered the li- 
iurary in the past by Mr. Kelley, both 
as trustee for some eight years and as 
the first president. 

“Much of the excellent work and the 
high standing the library has taken can 
be attributed to hig efforts and earnest 
cooperation. 

‘‘Resolved, That these resolutions be 
spread on the minutes and a copy for- 
warded to Mr. Kelley.’’:

lt is evident that the extreme, the incendiary elements in both Japan and 
the United States are at the bottom of the delicate situation now existing 


irresponsible hoodtumism and violent racial antagonism in San Francisco, 
and a tendency in Japan to judge all America by the acts of the city in this!

An Unnecessary Hardship. 

Georgia traveling men are protest- 
ing, not without reason, against what 
appears to be avery unnecessary hard- 
ship in the shape of a refusal on the 
part of the railroads to give a through 
check on excess baggage to passen- 
gers traveling on interchangeab'e 
mileage. The passenger with a coupon 
ticket is given a through check upon 
payment of the through excess rate, a 
ptivilege and an advantage which 
scems to be denied to wholesale pur- 
chasers of transportation. 

The man with interchangeable mile- 
age and excess baggage is not only 
required to recheck it at each junc- 
ticn point, but must pay the loca] ex- 
cess rate from each of such points, 
the total of which is always in excess 
of the through rate. This discrimina- 
tion applies both on trips within the 
state and beyond state lines. The 
former case is the only one, of course, 
with which the state railroad commis- 
sion can deal, and it has been brought 
io the attention of that board with the 
request that, if possible, some relief 
te given. 

It is difficult to see on just what 
ground the railroads justify this dis- 
crimination. The difference between 
# coupon ticket and interchangeable 
mileage is certainly not such as to 
justify it, for the account is not more 
difficult to keep in the one case than 
in the other. 

There should be some well estab- 
lished rule applying to all cases of this 
kind, irrespective of the form of frans- 
portation used; likewise a uniform 
system of rates.

POSTAL COMPANY WINS 


| & Company about a year ago for 
| $2,408.45 against the Postal Telegraph- 
| Cable Company for an error in the 
transmission of a message which at- 
tracted considerable notice at the time 
in the press, was reversed yesterday 
‘by the appellate division of the su- 
| Ppreme court of New York, the court 
| holding that the person receiving a 
telegram is bound by the terms and 
conditions the same as a person send- 
ing the telegram is bound. The court 
in its opinion said: “It is not disputed 
that the message here involved was an 
unrepeated message and the learned 
court charged the jury that, as be- 
tween the sender and the company 
this was a valid and lawful limita- 
tion by contract, but he charged that 
it did not limit the rights of the plain- 
tiffs, evidently upon the theory that 
the action being one sounding in tort 
the defendants were liable to the 
plaintiffs for the actual damages sus- 
tained, and it is this broad question 
going to the substance of the action 
‘which we believe constitutes the fatal 
j error in this case.” 

i The eourt accordingly reversed the 
judgment and approved a decision of 
the spring court of Massachusetts in 
a similar case where that court said: 
“There is nothing in this regulation 
which tends to embarrass or hinder 
the free use of the telegraph or to 
impose on those having occasion to 
transmit or receive messages onerous 
or impracticable duty.” 

If the defendant in the case involved 
had been obliged to accept and trans- 
mit the message without regulations 
then it would assume its common law 
obligations, but having the right to 
make regulations, and being under no 
obligations to accept the message for 
transmissions unless the parties inter- 
ested agreed to abide by such reason- 
able regulations, and it appearing that 
the sender did sign the blank pro- 
vided by the company, and which con- 
tained the limitations above mention- 
ed, it must be presumed that the 
company undertook the duty only as 
thus limited by its reasonable regula- 
tions and whether the action is deem- 
ed to rest upon the contract of the 
sender or to result from a breach of 
duty the limitation upon amount of 
damages to be recovered being rea- 
sonable, the plaintiff has no standing 
to maintain this action unless he is the 
real principal in the transaction and 
then only to the extent of the amount 
paid for the transmission of the mes- 
sage.”

NEW HARDSHIP 
ON TRAVELERS 


Those With Excess Baggage 
Required to Recheck It 
at Junction Points. 


The traveling men of Georgia are ex- 
periencing a new hardship in the re- 
quirements of the railroads as to excess 
baggage. Where the trip ig over more 
than one line, the passenger with excess 
baggage is required to recheck it at each 
junction point, and is charged a loca! 
tariff in each case, the total of which is 
in excess of the through rate. 

This matter has been brought to the 
attention of the railroad commission in 
a letter written by Lawson Stapleton, a 
well known Georgia traveling man, to 
Commissioner O. B. Stevens. 

The commission has established rates 
on excess baggage, ‘but they apply to 
each line separately and nor to two or 
more lines participating in the game haul. 
The question will come up, therefore as 
a new one for the commission's consid- 
eration. 

Here is what Mr. Stapleton says fn his 
letter to Commissioner Stevens: 

“The roads, now refuse to check bag- 
gage off their lines, unless you have a 
coupon ticket. 
on we traveling men who use the inter- 
changeable mileage. We cannot check 
our trunks through without having to 
get off at connecting points and recheck 
baggage; besides, we are deprived of the 
through excess rate, which meang no lit- 
tle extra expense to a man who carries 
several hundred pounds of baggage. 

“For instance, when I go to St. Louis 
I have to check to Atlanta and pay 70 
cents per {00 pounds for all over 150 
pounds of baggage. I have the trouble 
in Atlanta to recheck baggage over the 
next line and pay the local excess rates. 
If I could check through from Atlanta 
even, the rate is $2.85 per !00 pounds, 
which, added to 70 cents, makes $3.55 
to St. Louis. The through rate from 
Americus is $3.18 to St. Louis, a differ- 
ence of 40 cents per 100 pounds. It works 
the same on the short lines down here. 
If we could check through from Americus 
to Edison the rate would be 30 cents per 
100 pounds, but we are made to check 
to Cuthbert at a rate of 25 cents and 
there recheck to Edison at a local of !0 
cents, which causes a loss of 5 cents 
per 100 pounds to us. Then, too, the 
delay of traing waiting to have baggage 
redhecked at these connecting points 
amounts to considerable. 

‘T hope I have made our grievance 
clear to you and that you will be able 
to help relieve the situation for us. 
Should the foreg not be clear enough 
I will be glad to ll wpon you in At- 
lanta and go before the board of commis- 
sioners in explanation if necessary. 

“What we are after—in a nutshell— is 
to require the railroads, where inter- 
changeable mileage is presented, to 
check our baggage through to the point 
of our destination.”’ 


July Returns le Superior and City 
Courts Show Decrease from 
May Term. 

Yesterday was last return day for the 


courts. A score of suits were filed yes- 
terday, none of them involvidg very 
large sums a few being damage suits, 
several being common complaints for 


debt. 

The July returns in both courts show 
a falling off from the May term. In 
the superior court, there were 246 suits 
to the may term, as against |68 for the 
present term, showing a decrease of 78 
suits. 

The May term return in the city court 
was 189, as against !27 for the July 
term, showing a falling off here of 32. 
The suits filed to the superior court ex- 
ceeded those in the city courts in both 
the May and July terms. For these two 
terms there were 4/4 in the superior 
court, and only 286 in the city court, 
showing a difference in favor of the 
higher court of 1|28. 

There were filed in both courts for the 
July term 295 suits, while the returns 
for both courts for the May term were 
408, showing a decrease of !!15 in the 
July, as against the May returns.

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| Emory College, Oxford, Ga., June 
(Special.)\—Hmory is now closing perhaps 
the most successful of a long string. of 
prosperous years. The college has pros- 
pered beyond the expectations of many, 
and at this commencement graduates a 
class of forty-eight men, the largest ever 
| graduated from the institution. The en- 
|rollment this year was at one time more 
i\than 300, and, since a large number of

(Ory’sS lack of intercollegiate athletics, 
| this is considered remarkably good. Al- 
together the session of 1906-07 has been 
|a@ record-breaking one. The college has 
had recent improvements in the literary

'Sreatest addition is the J. P. Williams 
| athletic hall,. which was erected at a 
\cost of $30,000, and has only been open 
to the students a short while.

AND EQUIPPED AT A COST OF 
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One of the most interesting features 
of class and track athletics here is the 
annual cross-country relay race. Ten 
men are chosen from each class and 
One man from each class is posted each 
mile from Oxford for a distance of nine 
miles. The men at the Ninth mile are 
intrusted with messages, which they 
turn over to their classmate at the end 
of the mile, and so on, until the mes- 
sages are brought in by the men posted 
only one mile from Oxford, and the last 
mile is run on the campus track. This 
year'srelay pennant was won by the s0o- 
phomores. The college record on this ten- 
mile race is 53 minutes and 50 seconds, 
and is held by the class of 1903. Much 
interest ts always taken in the annual 
interclass field day exercises. This 
spring they were held on March 26, the 
sophomores easily winning the pennant, 
scoring 48. 

Class football has its place at Emory, 
and many good games are played here 
every year. The teams are always 
coached by members of the faculty, and 
much care is taken in the selection of 
the players. This year’s season left the 
seniors the pennant winners, the _ so0- 
phomores next, the juniors third, and 
the freshmen fourth. 

The 1907 baseball season has closed, 
after a series of extremely exciting 
games. The sub-freshmen .team has 
done work that was a surprise to every- 
body, and promises to have an excép- 
tionally strong class next year. The 
order in which the teams stood at the 
close of the season is: Senlor, sopho- 
more, freshman, junior, and sub-fresh- 
man. An interesting feature which has 
only been introduced this year is the 
game between the seniors and the fac- 
ulty. 

Every Emory man who takes part in 
any athletics whatever is a member of 
the Emory College Athletic Association, 
which is one of the best regulated 
athletic associations in the state. 

In addition to track athletics, 
nasium work, baseball, football, golf, 
basket ball, and lacrosse have their 
places at Emory, and are indulged in 
by many enthusiasts.

Oats showed a net 
loss of 1%@i%c. Provisions werg |0 to 
2240 lower. 

The government report and the favor- 
able weather for the growing crop were 
the chief factors used by the bears in 
forcing down the price of whéat. A de- 
cline of more than a penny in the price 
wheat at Liverpool was a minor infiu- 
ence. The feature of trading was g¢n- 
eral liquidation by local and outside 
longs. In addition to this profit taking, 
there was also free selling for short ac- 
count. Several advances Occurred dur- 
ing the day, but each advance seemed to 
be the signal for still more liberal sales 
by holders. The market closed weak, 
with prices almost at the lowest point 
of the day. September opened %@%c 
to 2@2%c lower, at 96% to 97%4c, sold off 
to 955%c and closed at 95%c. Clearances 
of wheat and flour were equal to 1!35,- 
000 bushels. The world’s visible supply 
decreased 1,500,000. Primary receipts 
were 533,000, compared with 271,000 for 
the same day a year ago. Minneapolis, 
Duluth and Chicago reported receipts of 
397 cars, against 474 last week and 228 
cars a year ago. 

The corn market was weak all day 
because of free gales by cash houses and 
longs. The dominating influence was the 
higher temperatures, which prevailed 
over the entire corn belt. The pressure 
to sell the new crop futures was espe- 
cially heavy. Demand came from scat- 
tered sources. The market closed weak. 
Septembor opened %@Kc to K@%e lower 
at 83% to 83%c, eold between 53 and 
63%0 and closed at 83%c. July ranged 
between 82% and 5838%c. Local receipts 
were 86! cars, with 396 of contract 
grade. 

Selling of oats was on an enormous 
scale, nearly all of the leading interests 
who are active participants on that side 
of the market. The result was a sharp 
decline in prices. The selling pressure 
was chiefly due to the government re 
port, which showed a big increase in 
acreage sown to Oats and indicated a 
crop much larger than generally expect- 
ed. -Weather favorable for the growing 
crop wag an additional bearish irffluence. 
Shorts were the principal buyers. Sep- 
tember opened % to I%c lower at 37c,

The fact that 
those in control of railroad corpora- 
tions have ben guilty of grossly im- 
proper financiertng and of illegal and 
injurious discriminations in charges 
points clearly to the necessity of effec- 
tive state action, but does not require 
or warrant arbitrary reprisals. 

“In dealing with these questions, 
democracy must demonstrate its 
pacity to act on deliberation, and to 
deal justly.”
